There is plenty happening with National Parks, the ACMC and Vehicle 
standards Working Groups. 

Attend the May Quarterly meeting in Wagga Wagga for the full report. 
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Hunter Central Coast NPWS Update 


>From the Barrington Tops mountains, across the Hunter and along the Coast, 
recent weather events have affected National Parks and visitors are advised to plan 
their trip and check National Parks Alerts before heading off. 

“Sustained wet weather, big seas and flooding have impacted many of our national 
parks across the region,” the NSW National Parks and Wildlife Service Hunter 
Central Coast Director Kylie Yeend said. Samurai Beach is currently closed to 
vehicles as are campgrounds in the area, including Tattersalls Campground (Karuah 
NP), Samurai Beach Campground (Tomaree NP), Stockton Beach on Worimi 
Conservation Lands (WCL) is temporally closed from the Gan Gan Road entrance at 
Anna Bay to the Lavis Lane Entrance. Visitors can still access 


e Lavis Lane entry 
e Recreational Vehicle Area 
e Ganyamalbaa Campground via the Lavis Lane entry at Williamtown 


Myall Lakes NP, the high-water level in Myall Lakes means most lakeside camping 
areas are closed and the Bombah Point ferry is currently closed. Mungo beach is 
also temporally closed. 


Heavy rain has impacted roadworks in Watagans NP, and there is a landslip 
between Carrolls Road and Pile Road. This means Watagan Forest Road from the 
intersection of Bowmans Road to the intersection of Mt Faulk Road will be closed for 
a week from Friday 8" April to Friday 15° April. With no access to Boarding House 
Dam Picnic Area. 


Barrington Tops & Gloucester Tops, the Gloucester River bridge replacement has 
been completed, enabling access to the Gloucester Tops precinct in time for the 
holidays. Barrington trail south will be reassessed next week to see if it can be 
opened before Easter. 

Currently the only access to Barrington Tops plateau from the west is via Tomalla 
Road and Pheasants Creek Road, and currently recommended as SUV and 4WD 
only. This is due to a land slip off park. Upper Hunter Council is looking to have the 
access via Moonan from the west open (one lane only) to light vehicles in time for 
Easter. This will be weather dependant. 


To reiterate, visitors should check the National Parks Alerts before visiting National 
Parks. Current conditions are very dynamic and may necessitate temporary 


closures at short notice.

Double Demerit dates 2022 NSW and ACT public holidays 


We remind motorists in NSW and the ACT that double demerits apply for five 
days over the Easter long weekend from Thursday 14 April to Monday 18 April 
inclusive. 


Please drive safely and take extra care on the roads to protect yourself, your loved 
ones and all road users. 


During double demerit periods, double demerit points apply for speeding, illegal use 
of mobile phones, not wearing a seat belt and riding without a motorcycle helmet. 
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Double demerit periods typically fall during holiday periods or over long weekends. 
They run from midnight on the start date to midnight on the finish date and are 
enforced by police. 


Keep in mind that Mobile Phone Detection Cameras are active in NSW and the ACT 
and drivers caught using their phones during a double demerit period will be hit with a 
$352 fine ($469 in a school zone) and 10 demerits. 


Certain driving and parking offences attract an additional demerit point if committed 
in an operating school zone. Remember to always drive with care and attention 
through school zones. Be aware that failing to do so can come with heavy penalties.

10 unwanted car sounds and what they mean 
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Knowing the causes of odd car sounds will help you work out whether the problem is 
big or small, and how soon you should get the problem checked out. If you're not 
sure whether your car’s sound is the result of a serious problem, stay safe by asking 
a reputable mechanic for advice straight away. 


1. Clunking 

lf your car makes a clunking sound when you use the brakes, it could mean there is 
significant wear or damage to the brake discs, calipers or pads. If the clunk happens 
when you drive over bumps, there might be a problem with your car's Suspension, or 
part of the exhaust could be loose. However, if your car clunks when you're turning 
corners, it could be a problem with the steering, wheels and tyres, or a worn-out 
wheel bearing. 


2. Grinding or whirring 

A grinding or whirring sound from your car’s gearbox might point to a problem with the 
clutch thrust bearing, or the clutch itself (in a manual), or a problem with the shafts 
and gears inside the transmission. If the grinding or whirring is coming from under the 
car, it could be from the differential(s) or gearbox, which might be low on oil, or from 
a universal or CV joint or wheel bearing. Grinding when you use the brakes can 
Suggest worn-out brake pads — the metal backing of the pads is grinding on the brake 
disc rotors. Your brakes won't work well, and the metal-to-metal contact will quickly 
damage the discs. 

3. Hissing 

A hissing sound from under the bonnet suggests there is a fluid leak, which is getting 
onto a hot part of the engine, such as radiator coolant leaking onto the engine block 
or exhaust manifold. If the hissing happens when you accelerate, it could instead be 
a vacuum leak from one of the small hoses around the engine's air intake. 


4. Knocking 

A knocking sound from your engine is usually a sign something is seriously wrong — 
get it checked out as soon as you can. An expert will be able to tell you if it actually 
is a big problem with the engine's insides, or something that’s more easily fixed. 
There is an engine condition that’s sometimes referred to as ‘knocking’, but it 
actually sounds like a faint metallic ‘ping’ when you accelerate, and can come from 
an engine that’s poorly tuned, or running on the wrong fuel, with too low an octane 
(or Research Octane Numbers (RON)) rating. 

5. Banging, popping or spluttering 

A loud bang from your exhaust pipe is the sound of a backfire, which happens when 
unburned fuel comes out of the engine and ignites in the tailpipe. You might have a 
vacuum or exhaust leak somewhere, or a problem with the catalytic converter — in an 
older car, it could suggest that the engine is out of tune. If the popping or spluttering 
is coming from the front of the car, it could indicate a problem with the engine’s fuel, 
ignition or exhaust system, caused by a blocked fuel filter, old spark plugs, or a 
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malfunctioning catalytic converter. 


6. Rattling 

Rattles from underneath your car indicate something is loose, or that something has 
lodged itself down there. It could be that part of the exhaust system or suspension 
has come undone, and should be checked out as soon as possible. 


7. Roaring 

Roaring or a plain noisy exhaust when you accelerate usually points firmly to an old 
exhaust system that has rusted or become damaged to the point that a muffler is no 
longer doing its job to keep the car quiet. An exhaust problem won't usually stop your 
car, or cause further damage, but it could be letting exhaust emissions into the cabin, 
so should be checked out straight away. 

8. Tapping or clicking 

A tapping or clicking sound from under the bonnet might mean your engine is low on 
oil, which is easy to check and top-up. On an older engine, it could suggest there is a 
problem with the valve train. If your car has done a lot of kilometres and/or has not 
been serviced regularly, it might simply indicate that your engine is worn-out, though 
some engines will continue happily for a long time with a top-end tick, especially if 
the sound goes away when the engine warms up, or in warmer months. 


9. Whistling 

A whistling from under the bonnet might mean your engine has a vacuum leak from 
one of the hoses around the air intake — these can be tricky to trace, but are usually 
simple to fix. 


10. Squealing 

A squealing sound from under the bonnet of your car is one of the most common — 
and easily fixed — car sounds. It means one of the belts that drive accessories such 
as the air conditioning or power steering from the engine is slipping on a pulley. A 
good mechanic will have this fixed for you in minutes. If the squealing comes from 
the wheels when you use the brakes, it could mean you have worn-out brake pads or 
another brake system problem. However, if the squalling is coming from your tyres, 
you should turn your cap round the right way and go a bit easier on the accelerator.

11. Nagging 

This is what happens when you don't stop for coffee or toilet breaks. Drive slower 
and enjoy the drive.

What sort of footwear should | drive in? 
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We choose what footwear is appropriate depending on where we're going and 
what we're wearing at the time. But the footwear that’s right for the destination 
may not always be appropriate for the drive that takes us there! 


There is currently no legislation requiring a driver to wear or not to wear footwear 
whilst driving a motor vehicle in New South Wales. 


However, if an accident was to occur and it was found that the cause of the accident 
was due to inappropriate or lack of footwear, an offence under Rule 297 of the Road 
Rules 2014 (driving without proper control of vehicle) could be applied. 


Wearing high heel shoes / stilettos, heavy work boots, thongs, or any other footwear 
that could cause you to lose control of the vehicle is a bad idea. Generally speaking, 
you should choose a shoe that fits on the tight side, with good grip, but also 
comfortable and not too hot.

Top 10 most misunderstood road rules 
Giving way to pedestrians 


lf a driver is turning left or right at an intersection, the driver must give way to any 
pedestrian crossing the road the driver is entering. This applies to intersections with 
or without traffic lights. 


Mobile phones 


A mobile phone can only be used while driving if it's secured in a commercially 
designed and manufactured mounting fixed to the vehicle or operated by Bluetooth 
technology or voice activation. This includes the navigational or GPS function and 
audio functions of the device. P2 holders are not permitted to use a mobile phone at 
all while driving or riding. 


Merging 


When a driver is travelling on a road without lane markings and the number of lanes 
is reduced, they must merge by giving way to any vehicle that is ahead of them. 
However a driver who is moving from one lane, marked by broken lines (whether or 
not the lane is ending) to another must give way to any vehicle already travelling in 
the same direction. 


Keeping left 
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On roads with a speed limit of more than 80km/h, motorists must not drive in the 
right-hand lane unless overtaking, turning right, making a U-turn, avoiding an obstacle 


or driving in congested traffic. If a ‘Keep Left Unless Overtaking’ sign is displayed, 
you must keep left regardless of the speed limit. 


Headlight and fog light use 


High beam is not permitted if travelling less than 200 metres behind a car going in the 
same direction or less than 200 metres from an oncoming vehicle. It is an offence to 
flash the vehicle’s headlights unless the vehicle is being used to respond to an 
emergency. A driver is only permitted to use fog lights if driving in fog, mist or other 
atmospheric conditions that restricts visibility. 


U-turns 


When making a U-turn a driver must have a clear view of any approaching traffic and 
give way to all vehicles and pedestrians. Drivers are not allowed to make a U-turn 
across: a) a single continuous dividing line; b) a single continuous dividing line to the 
left of a broken line; c) two parallel continuous dividing lines. You must not make a 
U-turn at traffic lights unless there is a ‘U-turn permitted’ sign displayed. 


Safe following distance 


Drivers should stay three seconds behind vehicles in front of them and been mindful 
not to tailgate. In poor conditions such as rain, gravel roads or dim light, it may be 
necessary to increase the travelling distance to four seconds to increase the crash 
avoidance space. 


School zones 


A school zone is the area around a school with a speed limit of 40km/h (normally 
between 8am-9.30am and 2.30pm-4pm on school days. There are a small number of 
non-standard school zone times in NSW. These zones are identified by red/orange 
school zone signs which indicate non-standard times. Signs at these schools display 


the times which apply. See recent changes to school zone offences. 


Yellow traffic lights 


A driver approaching traffic lights showing a yellow traffic light must stop if they can 
do so safely. Penalties apply for drivers who fail to stop at a yellow light, unless it is 
unsafe to do so.
